Inland To Hit

LONDON, Feb.

It was executed simultaneously 
with blows by other Marauders 
against the Pas-de-Calais area, and 
by British Mitchells, Bostons, Mos- 
quitos, Hurricanes and Typhoons 
which carried out missions against 
other targets in northern France 
without loss. 

580 SORTIES 

The Marauders now have made 
more than 580 sorties over enemy 
territory without loss since dawn 
yesterday.

Blasts Shipping 


In Nazi Waters 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—(4)— 
She’s a ghost ship on Nazi records,

Ten months ago Hitler boastful- 
ly reported the Ranger sunk by 
torpedoes and announced decora- 
tion of Lieutenant Otto von Bulow 
for the exploit. 

Today the Navy made the deco 
ration look a little ridiculous by 
releasing an account of the 
Rangers war exploits since then. 

Six months after she was “sunk” 
the Ranger daringly struck into 
enemy waters off Norway, the 
Navy reported. 

When the planes returned, more 
than 40,000 tons of Nazi shipping, 
including four merchantmen .and 
a tanker, lay on the bottom, 
blasted by better than 30,000 
' pounds of bombs Two enemy 
planes had been shot down. The 
Ranger had not been damaged, 
only three of her planes had been 
lost. 

“FINE ATTACK” 

| “It was a very fine attack and 
| many German troops were killed,” 
'declared Captain Gordon Rowe, 
‘of Seattle, commander of the 
Ranger at the time. “My pilots 
drove home their attacks in the 
face of strong antiaircraft fire. 

We struck quickly and departed 
before the Germans knew what 
hit them.” ¢ 

That was last October while 
| the 14,500-ton flattop—first ever 
built specifically as a carrier by 
the U. S. Navy—was operating 
with a British task force 

In many months of Atlantic 
service the Ranger has ferried 
hundreds of American pilots—and 
_ their planes—to the European war 
| fronts—slipping through subma- 
rine-infested waters with the flight 
|'and hangar decks packed. 

ROLE IN AFRICAN FIGHT 

The Navy lists as her hardest 
blow against the Axis the Ranger's 
part in the North African invasion. 
There her planes made two prin- 
cipal strikes Their 1,000-pound 
bombs crippled the French battle 
ship Jean Bart and silenced her 
guns which had been a threat to 
invading forces. Again the Rang- 
ers planes dumped 1,000-pound 
bombs on coast defense guns and 
antiaircraft batteries, clearing the 
way for invasion forces at Casa- 
blanca. 

She’s had an outstanding his- 
tory since she was commissioned 
June 4, 1934. Eighteen days after 
that ceremony the first plane land- 
ing aboard the Ranger was made 
by Admiral Ernest J. King, now 
commander in chief, U. S. fleet. 
King then was chief of the Bureau 
of Aeronautics with the rank of 
Rear Admiral. 

And, the Navy says. her record 
is growing—she “is still at 
sea, carrying on an illustrious war 
record and prepared for more 
forays against the enemy who 
claimed to have ended her career 


'as a fighting ship.”

people to “exult and gloat’ over

He was joined in his criticism 
in the house of lords by the 
Bishop of Chichester, who said 
that if Rome was similarly blast- 
ed it would “rankle in the mem- 
ory of every good European as 
was Rome's destruction by the 
Goths.” 


“T am not forgetting the Luft- 
waffe’s tremendous bombing of 
Belgrade, Warsaw, Rotterdam, 
London, Portsmouth, Coventry 
and Canterbury and other places 
of military, industrial and _  cul- 
tural importance,” the Bishop of 
Chichester said, “but Hitler is a 
barbarian. There' is no decent 
person on the Allied side who 
thinks we should make him our 
pattern, or atempt to beat com- 
petitors at that market.” 


Challenging what he termed 
was the Allied program of blot- 
ting out German cities area by 
area, the Bishop of Chichester as- 
serted: 

“The policy is obliteration, open- 
ly acknowledged. That is not a 


justifiable act of war.” 


Lord Lang, the former Dr. Cos- 
mo Gordon Lang who was made 
a Baron following his resignation 
as head of the Church of England 
on January 21, 1942, said: 

“Recent attacks upon cities like 
Hamburg, Frankfurt and Berlin 
seem to me to go a long way be- 
yond what hitherto has been the 
declared policy of the government 
and the bomber command.” 

He said the British government 
early in the war announced a pol- 
icy limiting attacks to definite 
military targets or their immediate 
neighborhood “and not directly 
and purposelessly to involve the 
destruction of the lives and homes 
of people.” 

Replying as leader of the upper 
house of parliament, Lord Cran- 
borne said the RAF never had in- 
dulged in pure terror raids and 
declared that 80 per cent of the 
German fighter plane strength 
now was tied down to combat AIl- 
lied attacks—a fact which he de- 
clared “has greatly facilitated the 
efforts of our heroic Russian al- 
lies to liberate their own country 
from the Nazi yoke.”

I just ask him: ‘Do you have any 
relatives in the service?’ If they 
do have a relative in the war, they 
come through right away. I have 
to go back time after time. I 
went back to one lady’s house 
three time—and then she bought 
$300 worth. If I had become dis- 
couraged, I would have missed 
that sale.” 

Inside all of DeKalb county to- 
day, 4,296 bonds of varying amouts 
have been sold. 

The county is away over on its 
quota in the E, F and G bond 
groups. The goal for E bonds for 
the county had been $262,900. To 
date, the sales have been $336,- 
827.65. In the F and G groups the 
quota had been $85,400. To date 
the sales have been $184,953.50.

Whatever action Washington 
takes undoubtedly will be parallel- 
ed in London. Ever since Prime 
Minister Churchill visited General 
Charles de Gaulle, the French 
Committee leader, in Algiers sev- 
eral weeks ago, reports from Lon- 
don have pointed in that direction. 

American policy toward the De 


Gaulle administration has been a 
'source of one of the liveliest con- 
'troversies aroused by this govern- 


ment’s conduct of wartime for- 
eign affairs. Powerful elements 
have contended, that the commit- 
tee should be fully recognized as 
the government of France, but the 
White House and State Depart- 
ment have stood firm on limited 
recognition. 


The government’s position has 
been based expressly on the prin- 
ciple that no action should be 
taken by the United States which 
might deny the people of France 
a full expression of their right to 
create their own government, 
once the Germans have been 
driven out. 


Now it is understood that a for- 
mula is being worked out in ac- 
cord with both that principle and 
a realities of the military situa- 
ion. 


It is expected that when the 
committee actually takes over au- 
thority in metropolitan France it 
will be prepared, once order is re- 
stored, to hold elections and give 
the people a voice in the govern- 
ment as rapidly as they come un- 
der civilian rule.

Wholesale Gas 
Rates Reduced 


Final details of a reduction in 
wholesale rates for natural gas 
distributed in Georgia, Alabama 
and Mississippi have been an- 
nounced by the Federal Power 
Commission in Washington. ‘ 

Anticipating the final order as 
far back as last spring, the At- 
lanta Gas Light Company revised 
its*consumer rates to absorb the 
wholesale saving, according to 
Carl Wolf, president. 

The wholesale reduction was 
made retroactive to last April 1, 
the Associated Press reported from 
Washington. 

Although estimates of the fed- 
eral agency indicated the saving 
to the Atlanta Gas Light Company 
would be about $113,000 per year, 
Wolf said a final audit revealed 
the reduction would total some- 
what less.

SOMEWHERE IN THE PACIF- 
IC—(4’)—(Delayed)—Chief Phar- 
macist’s Mate Ted Nelson, 33, of 
Atlanta, Ga., doesn’t mind assist- 
ing at the delivery of a baby, but 
he doesn’t want to specialize in 
obstetrics. 

Nelson, who has been in Uncle 
Sam’s Navy the last nine years, 
recently delivered an 8-pound son 
to a native woman—his fourth de- 
livery since he joined the Navy.

Suddenly there was a 
noise at the door and outside stood 
a Nomad Eskimo. He had brought 
his wife there in a dogsled. 

“We brought her inside and

sea by radio for instructions, but 
the power would keep fading just 
at the critica] time.

AFL Leaders Demand 
New Wage ‘Yardstick’ 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—(#)—A new attack on the administra- 
tion’s wage stabilization policies was launched today by the four AFL 
members of the War Labor Board, who declared the time has come 
to junk the “Little Steel” formula for a new, “realistic figure based 


The demand coincided with the 
start of senate debate on proposals 
to outlaw use of subsidies to hold 
down consumer food prices. It 
was based on the contention that 
price control has fallen so far 
short of goals that “the only re- 


course left to workers is to ob- 
tain wage rate increases.” 
Labor’s acceptance heretofore of 
the “Little Steel” formula has 
“appearently been misinterpreted 


in the halls of congress,” the AFL 


men said, adding: 

“When some effort was made to 
implement the price control pro- 
gram by subsidies only delay and 
confusion were the results.” 

The “Little Steel” formula limits 
general wage increases to 15 per 
cent above the level of January, 
1941. The WLB adopted it orig- 
inally in the summer of 1942 on 
its own initiative. 

Since then, however, the for- 
mula has been incorporated in 
wage stabilization orders from 
President Roosevelt. 

The craft union members— 
George Meany, Matthew Woll, 
Robert Watt and James Brownlow 
—petitioned the board to request 
that the President modify his or- 
der. 

They said the government’s own 
statistigs on the cost of living are 
sufficient to warrant ditching the 
formula—citing that the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics’ index stands 
today at 123.4 per cent of the Jan- 
uary, 1941, level. 

Actually, they argued, living 
costs have risen far more than this 
index indicates, and they pointed 
to an AFL-CIO study released 10 
days ago which concluded that 
costs have gone up 43.5 per cent. 

But either index, they said, 
leads to “one inescapable conclu- 
sion: the workers of America can- 
not rely upon price control as it 
now functions to preserve stand- 
ards of living.” 

The AFL members’ contentions 
were presented in a formal peti- 
tion filed by them with the WLB.

Judge’s Ruling Sustains 
Sentence Given Seaman 


COLUMBUS, Ohio, Feb. 9.—(/) 
U. S. District Judge Mell G. Un- 
derwood, in a decision he said was 
precedent-setting, today ruled that 
merchant seamen serving on ves- 
sels operated as a part of an Army 
supply line are subject to military 
jurisdiction. 

The decision was given in de- 
nying a writ of habeas corpus to 
Jacob M. Berue, of Philadelphia, 
a merchant seaman sentenced to 
seven years at hard labor by an 
Army courtmartial at Casablanca, 
Algeria, January 11, 1943. 

The sentence later was reduced 
to two years and Berue was con- 
fined in the federal reformatory 
at Chillicothe, Ohio. 

Berue was charged officially by 
military authorities with “provok- 
ing an incident on the high seas.” 
He contended the military court 
lacked jurisdiction because he was 
a civilian and did not know when 
he was hired in a New York union 
hall that he would be assigned 
to a convoy vessel.

Barnesville Hit

BARNESVILLE, Ga., Feb. 9.— 
Red Cross disaster relief has moved 
into action to find homes for fami- 
lies whose residences were de- 
stroyed when a minor tornado 
struck here early this morning. 

No one was killed or injured as 
the tornado roared out of a driv- 
ing rain at 5 a. m. and cut a south- 
westerly path two miles long 
through the residential section on 
the south side of this Lamar coun- 


ty seat community of approxi- 
mately 5,000 population 38 miles 
from Macon and 55 miles from 
Atlanta. Damage was unofficially 
estimated at between $20,000 and 
$25,000, according to Mayor Lester 
Yarbrough. A total of 20 houses 
were damaged, trees and tele- 
phone wires were blown down. 


EIGHT HOMELESS 

Those made homeless by the 
twister were Mrs. Robert Pitts 
and her three children and Mr. 
and Mrs. Clarence Maddox and 
their two children. Dr. John A. 
Corry, chairman of the Barnes- 
ville chapter of the Red Cross, 
said tonight he had _ received 
authorization from southeastern 
headquarters in Atlanta to take 
immediate steps to relocate the 
homeless families. 

The twister apparently came 
out of the field of the old Moore 
farm opposite Greenwood street, 
cutting through Thomaston street, 
then to Stafford avenue, East 
street, Lee street and crossed to 
the end of Forsyth street, where 
it either blew itself out or lifted 
into the skies. 

A residence known as the old 
Joe Wooten home, on Thomaston 
street, which now serves as a bar- 
racks for 30 students at Gordon 
Military College, was slightly dam- 
aged. Among homes hit were 
those of Joe Adams, a member of 
the aldermanic board; M. P. 
Owens, clerk of Lamar county su- 
perior court; Howard Brown, dry 
cleaning establishment owner; 
Mrs. Jack Bush, city librarian, all 
on Thomaston street. Jack Bush 
is chairman of the county com- 
mission. The home of Lewis Tor- 
bert, grocer, on Stafford avenue, 
was also hit, as well as a caddy 
house on the golf course near 
Stafford avenue. This property is 
owned by the city of Barnesville. 


AWAKENED BY STORM 

Maddox and his wife, Martha, 
and their children, Clarence Mad- 
dox Jr., 12, and Caroline, 10, were 
awakened by the storm which 
preceded the tornado. 

“T was dressing and in the hall- 
way,” said Maddox, “when the 
house just blew down. It’s a won- 
der none of us was killed. Yet 
the funny thing is I did not feel 
any strong wind just before the 
crash came.”

The discharge will be returned 
with the first check. 

The discharge should be accom- 
panied with an informal type of 
certified application on which is 
stated the veteran’s name and ad- 
dress, service number, serial or file 
that he was not dis- 
charged or released from active 
duty to accept employment with- 
service outside the United 
States; that he is not now serv- 
ing on active duty; that he has 
not and will not make any other 
application for the mustering-out 
payment; the state of which he 
was a resident at the time of in- 
duction or enlistment, and whether 
he has had foreign service. 

Provisions of the plan are for 
the payment of $100 to discharged 
veterans with less than 60 days’ 
active service; those with active 
service of 60 days or more and 
with no foreign service are en- 
titled to $200, payable in two 
monthly instalments of $100, and 
veterans with service of 60 days 
or more and who have had for- 
eign service will receive $300 in

WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—(>)— 
A new approach to the problem c° 
converting the nation to peacetime 
production was advanced today by 
the Senate Postwar Committee 
which recommended: 

1. Immediate creation of an Of: 
fice of War Demobilization to di- 
rect the task. 

2. Government purchase of raw 
materials and partly processed 
goods when a war contract is can- 
celled. The contractor would file 
a simple certificate of what is due 
and the government procurement 
agencies would pay on that basis. 
There would be a one per cent 
per month penalty for overstating 
the claim 

Chairman George, Democrat, 
Georgia, said legislation would be 
introduced along these lines. 
DOUBLEBARREL EFFECT 

The committee said the govern- 
ment purchase idea would have 
the doublebarreled effect of re- 
lieving the war contractor of his 
goods, and at the same time fi- 
nancing his plant reconversion to 
civilian production. It was esti- 
mated that the Army alone has 
100,000 prime contracts which in 
turn break down to 1,000,000 sub- 
contracts. The government after 
taking over the materials and 
goods might own as much as $75,- 
000,000,000 worth of war mate- 
rials. 

The new agency may be set up 
soon if the committee’s recom- 
mendations are approved. Until 
the war ends, however, it would 
be subordinate to the Office of 
War Mobilization. After that, it 
would be “supreme” in its field, 
the committee said. 

CIVILIAN GOODS OUTPUT 

Meanwhile, Executive Director 
Lawrence A. Appley, of the War 
Manpower Commission, made pub- 
lic figures showing that output of 
civilian goods on a dollar basis 
has declined only eight per cent 
over the war years. This moved 
him to observe in a speech at Chi- 
cago that the slogan will have to 
be “ahead to greater civilian pro- 
duction” rather than “back to 
civilian production.” 

The giant war production ma- 
chine was simply added to the na- 
tion’s economy, Appley declared, 
and there never was much “con- 
version” as such. 

Non-war production in 1939 was 
$87,200,000,000 he said and in 
1943 the figure was $79,900,000,-

Get Enough Vitamin B in Diet 


By Ida Jean Kain. 


There are two ways to keep 
your temper in check. One is the 
disciplinary plan of counting to 
10 before you open your mouth 
when you feel like biting some- 
Sody’s head off! But a more scien- 
tific and less exasperating method 
is to make sure you get enough 
vitamin B and calcium in your 
three good squares. 

You needn't scoff at the sugges- 
tion that certain foods can actual- 


tamin B is necessary to the libera- 
tion of energy from the fuel foods. 

The protective foods give ade- 
quate amounts of the B vitamins, 
both thiamin and riboflavin, as 
recommended for normal persons 
by the National Research Council. 
But not all of us are normal. If 
you are highly nervous, or are all 
tired out, you would benefit by 
stepping up your intake with dried 
| brewer's yeast tablets, or by tak- 


ly help to steady your nerves|ing a B complex concentrate. If 


and keep you from feeling cross. 
It’s a fact—they can. Vitamin B 
(thiamin). has such a profound ef- 
fect on morale and nerves that the 
first thing the Germans did after 
taking over a country was to con- 


fiscate the foods supplying any 


of the B vitamins. This was a 
deliberate war measure to lessen 
the initiative and sap the cour- 


age and strength of the conquered 
peoples. 

But right here in our own coun- 
try, most people do not get enough 
vitamin B simply becauge they are 
not careful to eat enough of the 
foods which furnish it. If you 
have, daily, a 100 per cent whole 
grain cereal and a 100 per cent 
whole grain bread, or the enriched 
variety—and all the flour used is 
enriched—and if you have a pint 
of milk and a green leafy vegeta- 
ble daily, and a minimum of four 
egces a week, you are doing all 
right. You will do even better for 
having liver or one of-the other 
meat organs once or twice a week. 
You need a good share of these 
protective foods every day because 
vitamin B is not stored in the 
body. Why do you get tired and 


you are having a hard time getting 
over the flu, your doctor might 
order vitamin B shots for a time. 
_ The mineral calcium is very im- 
portant to the smooth running of 
your nervous system. It is a buffer 
for the nerves. To get as much as 
‘you need, you should have a pint 
of milk a day or one glass of milk 
and a one and one-half ounce serv- 
ing of cheese, plus the green leafy 


vegetable. In England, it was 
found that people were better able 
to stand bombings when they 
could get enough milk. 

But, of course, it is not just 
‘milk, or just vitamins that is 
needed, but an all-around, bal- 
anced diet. We must apply the 
principles of nutrition in planning 
meals and in buying food. That’s 
the only safeguard to health and 
good dispositions, and the way to 
get your money’s worth.

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THICK SOUP—MAIN DISH 


Rich in Flavor, Nourishment

The family of soups offers ex- 
cellent nutrition possibilities. 
Soups range from the thin, clear 
ones that serve as a first course 
through the thick chowders, vege- 
table combinations and hearty 
bean and cheese mixtures. The 
thick and hearty soups rich in 
vegetables, and made of meat 


stock or including cheese may be 
the main dish, for they are in- 
deed a meal-in-one dish.

VEGETABLE SOUP WITH 
CHEESE 

1-2 Cup chopped onions 

4 Tablespoons margarine 

4 Tablespoons flour 

4 Cups stock (meat or chicken) 

4 Cups milk 

1-2 Cup finely diced carrots. 

1-2 Cup finely diced celery 

1-8 Teaspoon pepper 

1-2 Pound finely cut cheese 

Chopped parsley 

Saute onions in margarine un- 
til tender. Add flour, blending 
well. Add stock. Bring to boiling 
point, then add vegetables and 
cook gently until vegetables are 


tender. Add milk and cheese and 
stir over low fire until cheese is 
melted. Season with salt and pep- 
per, aS mecessary and serve at 
once, with a sprinkle of chopped 
parsley over each serving. 


ONION SOUP 


2 Onions, diced 

3 Tablespoons butter or 
garine 

3 Cups milk 

1-8 Teaspoon pepper 

1-2 Teaspoon salt 

1-4 Pound cheese, shredded. 

Fry onions in butter in a deep 
saucepan until golden brown. 
Add milk, salt and pepper. Heat 
to scalding point. Heat four soup 
plates. Place 1-4 of the cheese 
in each plate and over these pour 
the hot soup-onion mixture. Serve 
with toast. 


LUNCHEON CHOWDER 


Cut 4 slices bacon in small 
pieces and fry until brown, in 
deep saucepan. Skim out the ba- 
con and add 1-2 cup sliced car- 
rots, 1-4 cup sliced onion, 1 cup 
finely diced potatoes and 1-2 cup 
celery. Add 3 cups boiling water, 
2 cups stewed or canned tomatoes, 
1 teaspoon sugar, 1 1-2 teaspoons 
salt, 1-4 teaspoon pepper. Cover 
and boil gently 35 minutes. Add 
the bits of bacon and 2 cups milk. 
Stir in 3 tablespoons flour, which 
have been blended until smooth 
in a little water or milk. Let boil 
up once, then serve hot.

Of these, 26 have 
been killed in action. Chaplains are found in every category of 
casualty—wounded, sick, prisoners-of-war, missing in action, etc. 

Almost as many chaplains have been killed in this war as in 
all of World War I. At the present rate a prediction made recently 
will be proven true. That is, chaplains will suffer a higher propor- 
tion of casualties than any other branch of the service. 

There is a reason for this. Chaplains go, unarmed, right into 
the front line of combat, to succor the wounded and bring comfort 
to the dying. Evidence of their heroism, as a group, is seen in the 
fact 76 have been decorated for conduct “over and beyond the 
call of duty.”

Tension Creates U nity 


There is considerable evidence revealing the state of nervous 
tension of Allied military and naval leaders, both American and 
British, as the day set for the full-scale invasion offensive against 
western Europe draws nearer. Repeated warnings of the losses 
bound to be incurred in such an undertaking, together with the 
reiterations that the crucial day is not far off, testify as to this 
nervousness. 


The truth is that, in any such campaign, there is an inevitable 
factor of risk, regardless of the most overwhelming advance 
preparation and the most carefully devised plans. There may 
be, for instance, a degree of truth in German claims as to “secret 
weapons.” Furthermore, no man can tell how strong enemy 
forces may be nor how they may be deployed when the final 
minute comes, nor can any man predict exactly what weather 
conditions will be, particularly in such treacherous waters as 
the English Channel and the North sea. 


Despite all these elements, however, the pre-invasion anxiety 
is, actually, contributive to strength, rather than weakness. For 
it creates a unity which nothing else can equal. It induces the 
utmost precaution, in planning and it makes every unity, military 
or naval, British or American, land or air, fully realize that only 
on the complete teamwork of all can the great striking force 
exert its full effectiveness.

Charles Lindbergh Said- 


We remember December 7, 1941. We re- 
member it with anger and determination. 

It might be well to recall another date of that 
same year, a little more than six months before 
the Japanese bombs fell. 


On May 4, 1941, Charles Lindbergh made a speech at St. Louis 
in which he said there was no danger of this country ever being 
attacked. He said a curious, defeatist-type thing: 


“The claim that the American and British production of aircraft 
will soon excel German production is not true. ... The idea that 
England, with our assistance, can equal Germany’s strength in the 
air by 1942 or 1943 is a complete fallacy. .. . Germany has a head 
start and from the standpoint of research and production alone it 
will require years to overtake her. No matter how many planes 
we build in America and send to England we cannot make the 
British Isles stronger than Germany in military aviation.” 


Last week in Atlanta, Donald Nelson, chief of our war produc- 
tion job, said that the aircraft production of this country alone was 


‘far greater than anything Germany had ever been able to do in any 


single year. If England’s production be added the total dwarfs the 
German production. 


I write this not so much to show how wrong Lindbergh was (he 
was wrong about Russian aviation, too), but to point out the de- 
featist tone of it; the obvious lack of faith in his own country; his 
utter lack of confidence in the people of this country; his cynical 
assertion that this country could not compete with Germany in 
machines and in design. 

It is important to remember this because Lindbergh’s voice was 
one of several of that period. All said the same thing. All were 
defeatist. And they are but waiting, and none too patiently at that, 
the end of the war so that they may lift them again. 


CONFUSION There will be a mighty restlessness at the end of 

the war. The men coming back from the war will 

come from many fronts. Their ideas of the war will be varied, 

shaped and etched by the events of their own theater of the war. 

There will be many perplexities and there will be considerable 

impatience. Men and women will, with difficulty, be readjusting 
their lives to peacetime economy. 

One may be sure that there will be heard in the land the shrill 
voices of the isolationists saying that we were tricked into the war; 
that now we are powerful enough to live alone; to have nothing 
to do with the Chinese, the Russians or the English. 

There will be a demand that in the world ahead we get along 
without the Russians and the English. Every effort will be made 
to exploit the confusion of the immediate postwar period. 

It is important that neither Lindbergh nor the Coughlinites 
catch our ears; that senators such as Wheeler, Nye, Bennett Clark 
and those who think with them, not be allowed to influence and 
confuse us again. 

Despite the fact that it daily is being Written in fire and blood 
that the mere defeating of a nation will not assure peace, there will 
be those who will tell us that we need not enter into any postwar 
agreement. 

I do not think we can say that “the little group of willful men” 
defeated the League of Nations as proposed by Wilson. They had 
the support of the people. This time it will be even more tragic 
if we, as a people, defeat the plans which must be made with Russia 
and England if tragedy is to be averted. 


We, the people, rejected the. League be- 
NO HELP WANTED cause we did not believe we would ever 


need anything from Europe. Had it ever been suggested that we 
would ever need any military help from Europe, the person making 
such a suggestion would have been hooted out of the room. 

A quarter of a century later we find that we do need help from 
Europe. It was an Axis that attacked us on December 7, 1941. 
Japan was the instrument. Three nations, Germany, Italy and Japan, 
went to war with us. 

It makes one shudder to think what would have happened to 
the world had we not got help from Russia. Russia has pinned down 
more than 200 German divisions. 

In Italy we are engaging, directly or indirectly, an estimated 13 
divisions. At this writing our campaign in Italy is in danger. Had 
Germany been able to take her more than 200 divisions, now en- 
gaged in Russia, and throw them at us when the Japanese attacked, 
the story would not have been too pretty. We were not ready for 
war in December, 1941. 

It is impossible to create a situation which entry into the League 
in 1920 might have got us into, worse than the one we now seek 
to solve. ,

We got Hitler and Hirohito.

Satire Is Dangerous 
In Editorial Columns 


Presumably those who write to the editor are 
but a minute proportion of all who read the edi- 
torials. It is fair to presume, too, that a reader 
who disagrees, who wants to object or complain, 
is more apt to write than one who agrees and likes what is written. 

However, taking the letters received as sole criterion, it has be- 
come ever more evident through the years that the use of satire 
in the writing of columns or editorials is risky business. When you 
do, there is always someone who fails to recognize the satire, who 
reads your little attempt to be facetious with all seriousness and 
who thus thoroughly misunderstands the spirit of your writing and 
gets very wrought up about it all. 

Time and again the resolution has been made never to attempt 
to be satirical again. It is just no use. When you do you always 
get a response from someone with no sense of humor whatever and 
you shake your head in perplexity and wonder is the satirical effort 
too weak, or too subtle, or too something, for such minds to grasp. 


RECENT EXAMPLE Not so long ago, to give concrete in- 


stance, in some column or other I wrote 
as follows—or approximately so—‘“It is too bad that good Re- 
publicans—if such creatures there be—" 

Now, of course, any ordinary reader should know that the aside, 
“if such there be,” was intended as a little joke, to win a chuckle 
from both Democrats and Republicans who know the scarcity of 
the latter among Dixie voters. 

Yet I have received at least two letters complaining bitterly 
about my “unwarranted aspersion” upon persons with other politi- 
cal faiths than mine! 

Once upon a time I wrote a column about the unsavory appear- 
ance of a few of the females one sees upon the streets. Dealing with 
turn-over heels, dirty white shoes, crooked stocking seams, general 
sloppiness in attire, and so forth. 

It was absurdly exaggerated, a definite and outrageously evident 
piece of satiric burlesque. 

Yet I received a letter a few days later taking me to task for 
writing “cruelly” about “some poor woman” who “couldn’t help her 
looks” and who was “probably somebody’s mother.” 

And so it goes. Every attempt to make a point by exaggeration, 
by humor, by absurd comparison, finds a few who must put the 
literal meaning into every word they read and who, hence, get very, 
very mad even at a facetious reference to “good Republicans.” 


It is very discouraging, sometimes. It awakens serious doubts 
as to the perspicacity of some specimens of the human race. 


QUEER IDEAS OF HUMOR There are some queer ideas of 


humor prevalent, anyway. Some 
of the things some people think are funny are, to my mind, pitifully 
lacking in anything save a sadistic type of cruelty. 


Take that well-known “practical joke,” for instance, known as 
the “hot foot.” This is perpetrated, in case you are not familiar 
with it, by sticking the end of a match between the sole and welt 
of some unsuspecting somebody’s shoe. Then lighting the match. 
When it reaches the sole it burns the victim’s foot so severely he 
will probably leap out of his chair with a cry of agony. 


And the morons who indulge in such escapades yell with laugh- 
ter and think it awfully, awfully funny. 

It is a parallel to the schoolboy trick of pulling the chair out 
from under someone just as they begin to sit down. Which, when 
they land on the floor, may quite easily cause serious physical injury. 

Such tricks are fit only for the rudimentary sense of humor 
possessed by a moronic, untutored savage, or primitive man. 


They are utterly out of place among supposedly intelligent people. 


Another type of humor sense is the type which attends perform- 
ances where alleged comedians hold forth—or listens to the same 
over the radio—and laughs at the same old jokes time and time 
again. These are the people who recognize all the standard gags 
by the first half dozen words, who know the gag to the end and, 
knowing the punchline, get ready to laugh as it arrives. 


Now, genuine humor must be spontaneous and original. For it 
depends for its success on the element of surprise. And, if you’ve 
heard the same joke before, how can it surprise you? 


Yet it’was common knowledge among professional funny men 
in the days of vaudeville that the surest laughs followed the telling 
of the old, well-worn, familiar classic gags. That it was always 
dangerous to introduce a truly new joke, because a large proportion 
of the audience would miss the point. 

I can’t, for the life of me, see anything funny in a practical joke 
at the expense of another person, nor in any gag so familiar that 
there is no surprise left in it, at all.

Roy Acuff, the poor man’s Frankie Sinatra, 
has just announced that he will not be a candi- 
date for the governorship of Tennessee. 


On the question of whether the voters’ loss is the listeners’ gain, 
there are two distinct schools of thought. 


Acuff? You remember Acuff: He’s the only man in history to 
threaten soap and water’s claim as the most universal Safurday 
night tradition. 


Acuff possesses what many critics consider the best singing nose 
on the radio today. 


He’s the down-from-the-mountains character who parlayed a slip- 
horn voice, a two-buck fiddle, and a ballad called “The Great 
Speckled Bird” into an income conservatively estimated at two 
hundred thousand dollars a year. 


His stuff, in short, may be corn. But what he makes ain’t hay. 


At any rate, some of Acuff’s more ardent admirers qualified him, 
a few months ago, as a candidate for the governorship in the forth- 
coming Democratic primary. This was done, no doubt, on the theory 
that what Tennessee needed in the statehouse was a little harmony. 


All of which was amazingly agreeable to a great many Ten- 
nesseans. Only one gentleman, in fact, was really irked by the 
Acuff boom. His name was Ed Crump, a Memphis citizen who, 
since the mind of man runneth not to the contrary, has not played 
second fiddle in Tennessee politics. 


Thus it was, one might say, that Acuff fiddled while Boss Ed 
burned. 


Thus, also, it is that the unbelievable quiet—which has been 
Memphis’ since an aroused Boss Crump launched the nation’s most 
successful anti-noise campaign a few years back—was broken this 
week by a lusty sigh. 


Acuff has looked on radio ($200,000 a year, remember) and 
Tennessee’s $4,000-a-year governorship. And found the latter lacking. 


The foolishness 
is over. Boss Crump will pick the governor, just as he’s always done.

Roll Call Refusal 
A Blot on House 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 9.—In a sense the re- 
fusal of the lower house to accept demands for 
a roll call or record vote on the soldier ballot 
legislation constituted one of the most amazing 


spectacles in the history of congress. 

There can be no doubt that the house by its action violated 
one of the most fundamental principles of democracy: the right of 
the people to know how their legislators stand on all public ques- 
tions of the day. 


In condemning the house for its offending action, it is not neces- 
sary to go into the merits of the controversy over whether the 
soldiers are to be provided with a federal or a state ballot for par- 
ticipation in the coming election. The issue is far more simple 
than that. 


Divorced of all pretenses, the issue was whether the house would 
decide the question of soldier ballot legislation by a record roll call, 
which would provide a public count of where every congressman 
stood, or whether it would be decided by “teller vote,” which is a 
parliamentary device resorted to by lawmakers for the purpose of 


registering their votes anonymously—to the end that when election 
time comes their constituents will not know how they were counted. 


HOUSE ACTION SMELLS Judged in this light, the action 
f 


of the house smelt to high 
heaven. It all had too much the appearance of a subterfuge to pre- 
vent the soldiers and their families from knowing how individual 
members voted. 


Similar tricks have been employed by the house rules committee 
often in the past. This is the committee which lays down the par- 
liamentary procedure for the consideration of bills on the floor. 
When some measure with a particularly contr@versial angle comes 
up the committee will bring in a rule forbidding a record vote on 
all amendments. 


In that way members are enabled to vote down a proposition 
without their position being shown in the record. 


President Reosevelt, who denounced the state ballot bill as a 
fraud, saw what his opponents were up to and publicly demanded 
that the house stand up and be counted on the issue. His warn- 
ing, however, was not enough to defeat the scheme for anonymous 
voting. An overwhelming majority of the Republicans—all but 11 
of them—joined up with 52 states-rights Democrats, mostly from the 
south, to reject the White House demand. 


The whole performance is rather difficult to explain. In the 
first place, those who may have been guided by a desire to conceal 
their votes revealed themselves by the roll-call vote they cast 
against amending the rule to permit a stand-up-and-be-counted 
ballot. 


And as regards the Republicans, their overwhelming support of 
the ostrich method of deciding the question only served to give Mr. 
Roosevelt a real live issue in the campaign. No one for a moment 
doubts that he is prepared to exploit it to the limit. 


ROOSEVELT VIEW The President made this plain at his 


first White House press conference after 
the house vote. Record votes, he said, were a part of representa- 
tive government; voters obviously could not make an intelligent 
choice at the polls unless they knew how their congressmen voted. 


If anything further were needed to fan the flames of soldier 
vote opposition to the Republicans, it would seem to have been 
supplied Mr. Roosevelt by the house performance. It is something 
that he will really be able to go to town on, particularly if a federal 
ballot is denied the fighting men and the cumbersome procedure of 
state ballots is adopted. 


Opponents of the federal ballot would have fared far better if 
they had come out into the open with their opposition, instead of 
resorting to subterfuge and evasiveness to kill the administration- 
supported bill. What they have done tends to destroy the lofty 
tone of their talk about “state’s rights” and “the sanctity of the 
constitution.” 


It is inconceivable that men who profess to be concerned about 
the preservation of constitutional processes would have any fear 
of standing up and being counted. They would not dive for the 
cellar of anonymity if they were acting on convictions.

The worst jolt I got at O’Donnell 
prison camp soon after we had ar- 
rived.

I had expected to be questioned 
by Japanese intelligence officers, 
but the thing that shocked me was 
the other name the Jap called. It 
was that of the captain beheaded 
on Mariveles airfield at the start 
of the Death March of Bataan. 


Why we should have been sum- 
moned together I couldn’t under- 
stand. The captain, of course, 
didn’t answer. As I walked up 
the hill with the Jap I was 
nervous. 

At Japanese military headquar- 
ters I was halted in front of a 
desk occupied by a thin faced, in- 
telligent looking officer. Beside 
the Jap sat a Filipino captain who 
seemed to have been pressed into 
service as an interpreter. It was 
quickly apparent, however, that 
the Jap knew more English than 
he was likely to let on.

back.to me. He wanted to know 
the complete setup of an Ameri- 
can air squadron; officers, techni- 
cians, crew—everything. And he 
wanted a diagram of it. He got 
one. 

When, finally, I had finished 
covering a large sheet of paper 
with labeled squares and circles, 
connected by lines, the chart was 
so confusing it looked almost like 
the real thing. I was proud of it. 
Leroy and I were dismissed and 
the last I saw. of the Jap intelli- 
gence officer he was looking hope- 
lessly and with furrowed brow 
from my diagram to Leroy’s radio 
data and back to the diagram. I 
wasn’t bothered again. 
PRISONERS ARRIVE 

But there were plenty*of things 
to occupy our minds. Throughout 
the two months in O’Donnell sick 
and hungry prisoners straggled in 
almost every day. About the mid- 
dle of May there was a heavy in- 
flux. These were the men from 
Corregidor. The Rock had fallen 
on May 11, just a month and two 
days after Bataan. These prison- 
ers were preceded by hundreds of 
rumors. 

Even before they arrived we 
were convinced the Rock had fall- 
en, but the rumors about it were 
accompanied by others and we 
lived on these. One was that the 
conditions of the American surren- 
der were that all prisoners taken 
on Bataan and Corregidor be sent 
back to the United States. 

This didn’t make sense to me. 
On the other hand, nothing the 
Japs had done made much sense. 
It might be possible, therefore, that 
they were about to send us home. 
Our hopes really soared when we 
heard a report the steamer Black- 
hawk was lying in Manila bay 
being painted white to effect the 
transfer. A day or two later a 
Filipino smuggled in a package of 
cigarets which contained a note 
that read: “Be brave! You will 
soon be free.” 

RUMORS WERE TONICS 

I saw the note and though I 
didn’t allow myself to believe it, I 
stopped throwing cold water on 
our hopes. To many, in much 
worse condition than I, the rumors 
provided the stamina that kept 
them alive. 

One of them was a technician 
who had been in my squadron. He 
knew about all there is to know 
in airplanes. He was a 200-pound- 
er when Bataan fell, one of the 
finest physical specimens I ever 
have known. 

Yet, when I went to look for him 
at what passed for the hospital, I 
passed him by without recogniz- 
ing him. I walked to the end of 
the row and back again. Then I 
heard my name called in a husky 
whisper. I looked at the man a 
full minute before I knew him. 
His weight couldn’t have been 
more than 85 or 90 pounds. 

He was finished. It was too late 
for food. There was nothing I or 
any of us could do. 
ENCOURAGES FRIEND 

“Ed,” he whispered, “what do 
you think of the rumors that are 
going around?” 

I knew then I didn’t believe any 
of them. I seemed to know also 
he never would see home again. I 


looked as cheerful as I could and 
said: 

| “T don’t know what all you’ve 
heard, but I'll tell you that those 
two reports about the Japs agree- 
ing to send us home and about the 
Blackhawk being painted white 
for the trip sound pretty good 
to me.” 

He brightened up. He said it 
‘sounded swell and he was glad I 
thought the rumors were true. I 
told him to pull himself together 
so he would be in shape for the 
voyage home. He said he would. 
He died the next morning.
